U.S. Warship 
Sunk By Blast 
Near Florida 


WASHINGTON, April 27—(AP) 
—The United States navy an- 
nounced today the destroyer Stur- 
tevant bed been sunk off the 
coast of Florida “by an under- 
water explosion within the past 
24 hours.” 

Loss of life was small, the navy 
communique reported, and most of 
the crew of the First Great War ves- 
sel reached port safely,-indicating 
that the ship may have gone down 

quite slowly. 

The Sturtevant, a 1,190-ton, flush 
deck, four-stacker, normally had a 
wartime complement of around 140 
to 150 gmen. 

Whether the explosion was caus- 
ed by a torpedo fired by a German 
U-boat raider, such as blew up the 
Jacob Jones off the Jersey coast 
earlier this year, or by a floating 
mine was not stated.

—Four supply ships, loaded 
to the gunwales with supplies 
for Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
North African troops, have 
been sent to the bottom of 
the Mediterranean by two 
British submarines, the Ad- 
miralty announced Sunday 
night. 

An enemy schooner and a light- 
er also were damaged by the sub- 
marines’ gunfire. 

The victories were divided even- 
ly between submarines commanded 
by Lieut. H. S. Mackenzie and 
Cmdr. J. W. Linton and were spac- 
ed over several days. 

Mackenzie's craft sighted a con- 
voy in the central Mediterranean 
and torpedoed one supply ship 
from it. Some days later, the sub- 
marine sank a “medium sized sup- 
ply ship which was crrrying a big 
deck cargo.” In this action the 
armed lighter was hit by the sub- 
marine’s deck guns, 

Linton's raider torpedoed a large 
supply ship which slipped beneath 
the waves in two minutes. Another 
supply ship, carrying a deck cargo, 
was shelled to the bottom and an 
enemy schooner was damaged. 

The admiralty said all four vic- 
tims were “heavily laden”.

Hitler belittled Gen, Douglas 
MacArthur, promised to retaliate 
for British air raids on Germany, 
proposed to “go on hammering at 
the Bolshevist giant until he is 
smashed into pieces.”

If Hiller really expects to be con- 

tinuing the bitter struggle in Russia 
next winter, it is almost equivalent 
to an admission of defeat.

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Do We Want All-Out War ? 


In his closing broadcast on the plebis- 
cite Prime Minister King stated the ob- 
vious truth that those who vote “no” today 
will thereby say they do not trust the judg- 
ment of the Government and parliament 
to conduct the war in the light of the full 
knowledge of facts which only the min- 
isters and members can have. He added 
that if this were shown to be the attitude 
of the majority of the Canadian people he 
would not want to continue to hold office. 
Who that respected himself would in such 
circumstances want to do 80? 

The Government and parliament have 
assumed that the overwhelming majority 
of the people of the Dominion want the 
full strength of the country, human and 
material, thrown into the struggle. We 
shall know when the ballots are counted 
tonight whether that supposition was right 
or wrong. If it is right there will be a “yes” 
vote of landslide proportions. If the result 
should be otherwise Government and par- 
liament would be shown to have mis- 
judged the temper and purpose of the na- 
tion, and that only a limited war effort 
would have public approval. 

It is the voter who is on the spot today, 
and must say whether he wants an all-out 
war effort or something less than that. 


In Mud And Snow 


After reading for weeks Berlin com- 
muniques explaining that the spring of- 
fensive had been halted by Russian mud, 
which somehow didn’t halt the Russian 
offensive, readers may have been surprised 
to learn that on the Karelian isthmus the 
snow is “crisp and firm”. There the Nazis 
and their Finnish allies seem to have fared 
no better than in the mud a thousand 
miles to the south. 

The fighting on that northern sector 18 
particularly important, for there the 
Russians are trying to clear the enemy 
away from the Murmansk railway, along 
which move the enormous quantities of 
equipment sent from Britain and the 
United States to the northern port. To a 
very considerable degree the battle of the 
summer may be decided by the issue of 
that struggle. If the line can be kept open, 
Russia will get the tanks and guns it: will 
need. If the line were cut, Russia would 
have to fight with scant supplies. 

Moscow reports that the fighting in 
that sector has been going well, that the 
enemy forces have been thrown back and 
are in some danger of being thoroughly 
routed. If so, Russia will have won the first 
round in the summer campaign, one which 
may have very decisive results. For the 
Russians have shown that if they can get 
the “tools” they can do the job on the east- 
ern front. 


Slowed Down 


Burma is the bad spot on the Far East 
war map, and it is obviously bad. But it 
is the only one. Elsewhere the enemy ac- 
complished nothing last week and nothing 
the week before, other than landing troops 
at a few points in islands where he had al- 
ready established garrisons. 

The important news from that theatre 
is negative; India has not been invaded. 
Two weeks ago an attempt at invasion was 
expected any day, but it has not material- 
ized. On the contrary the powerful enemy 
fleet then cruising in the Bay of Bengal 
has apparently been withdrawn, following 
the debacle that befell its aircraft at 
Colombo, the blasting of the base at the 
Andaman Islands, the incessant raids of 
Australian-American airmen on Japanese 
bases in the East Indies, and the bombing 
of Japanese cities. 

Japanese control over the islands 
where its flag was hoisted weeks ago is 
only nominal. From the Philippines to 
Java and New Guinea fighting is still go- 
ing on, and anything resembling complete 
Occupation a remote possibility. 

While the Allies were driven back in 
Burma during the past week, the enemy 
advance there has not been fast enough to 
promise that he can get out of the flood 
zone before the monsoon strikes. The stiff- 
ened resistance there and the air offensive 
from Australia have slowed down the 
Japanese sweep westward to a snail's pace, 
if the drive toward India has not been prac- 
tically halted. 

It is not impossible that Tokyo may 
have decided to suspend action against 
India and attempt to break the growing 
Allied power in Australia. 


The Time Is Not Ripe 


There may be some wishful surmising™ 


behind the report that Herr Hitler has to 
wield the big stick to keep Hungary and 
Rumania from immediately pitching into 
each other, War in the enemy camp 
would be so much to the advantage of 
the Allies that undue importance may 
have been attached to the squabbling 
which is undoubtedly going on. 

At the close of the first great war 
Transylvania was taken away from Hun- 
gary and given to Rumania. Two years 
ago Hitler took it from Rumania and gave 
it back to Hungary—incidentally thaking 
himself master of both. That Rumania 
wants to regain the territory as eagerly as 
Hungary wanted to regain it is to be as- 


sumed, and the only reason either of them 
takes orders from Adolf is that he has the 
big battalions, . 

There is more than one reason for the 
demand that Hungary and Rumania send 
huge new contingents to the Russian 
front. Adolf needs them there; and if he 
doesn’t take away their armies the two 
states would likely enough go at each 
other when he gets too heavily involved in 
Russia to enforce peace in the rear. For 
the same two reasons the contingents may 
not be forthcoming, if the Hungarians and 
Rumanians think he is already too involved 
to detach forces to discipline them. 

Neither Rumania nor Hungary is in 
the Nazi camp willingly. And the pro- 
Nazis who have. been installed as their 
rulers cannot altogether ignore the popu- 
lar adherence to their respective national 
ideals and interests. An open clash is ap- 
parently inevitable, but that the two peo- 
ples are already at daggers drawn is 
doubtful. The Fuehrer has not yet been 
weakened enough to make disobedience 
safe.

Earthquakes 
We must remember that at 
least twice a year, Japan has 


these violent earth shocks and, 
over centuries, has become 
more or less stoical over fire 
and sudden death. 

But there is abundant evidence 


to show that the Japanese were | 


in a state of panic and dismay. 
This can only mean that some 
other factor was added to that 
of mere violence and sudden 
death, 

I think the explanation is to 
be found in the statements made 
by Japanese officers and soldiers 
who have been captured in the 
Philippines and elsewhere, Quite 
clearly, each one of these prison- 
ers expected to be tortured to 
death. Almost without exception, 
they were amazed to find that 
they received kindly treatment 
and medical aid. 

Now if the Japanese govern- 
ment has lied to its soldiers about 
our ferocity and brutality, it has 
lied in a similar way to its civil- 
ian population. It has told the 
Japanese people, undoubtedly, 
that if the Allies get into Japan 
it will mean unspeakable horror 
for everybody. 

That is why, I think, the Japa- 
nese populations of the bombed 
cities lost their heads and why 
even the high command lost its 
head. The very sight of our 
planes aroused a_ superstitious 
fear of the unknown. 

In. short, the Japanese horror 
propaganda recoiled on Japan's 
own head, All of which indicates, 
of course, the high value of a 
bad reputation in war. 


Gloating 


There was another mysterious 
circumstance in regard to these 
attacks on Japan which may be 
highly significant, 

The earliest reports of the raids 
were given by the Berlin radio. 
The details were given so fully 
by the Germans that one could 
almost detect a smack of Satis- 
faction, There seems to be little 
doubt that the Nazi announcers 
were enjoying their job of telling 
about Japan’s misfortune, 

Now this obvious enjoyment of 
Japan's devastation might have 
been due to characteristic Nazi 
cruelty and sadism. It may have 
arisen from a feelng of jealousy 
which Germany undoubtedly 


feels over Japan's successes, Or it | 


may have been due to an instine- 
tive recognition of the rivalry 
between Japan and Germany 
which, beyond any doubt, will 
come to actual blows should the 
Axis win the war. 

Certainly, Germany has no in- 
tention of permitting Japan to sit

Members of the arbitration board 
were R. J. Gaunt, solicitor for the 
provincial department of tfade and 
industry; J, W. Barnett, secretary 
of the Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion; and W. A. Stewart, chairman 
of the Mundare school board. Mr. 
Stewart submitted a minority re- 
port. 

Mr. Barnett has informed Dr. G. 
F. McNally, deputy minister of 
education, of the situation in the 
district and the fact that a crisis is 
developing between the school 
board and teachers. 

It was pointed out that the eight 
teachers have experience ranging 
from 4% to 15'% years; also that 
the district is financially able to 
pay a higher scale, having made 
school building additions to the 
value of $8,000 since 1939, as well as 
purchasing $1,000 worth of equip- 
ment, 

In stating they will refuse to 
work after April 30 unless an ad- 
justment in salaries is made, teach- 
ers point out that they are at pre- 
sent not working under any con- 
cluded contract. 

Officials of the provincial de- 
partment of education said Monday

On an average of about two out 
of every three cases of tuberculosis 
treated by a doctor will be either 
in a moderately advanced, or ser- 
iously advanced stage, The disease 
reaches these serious stages before 
it ig diagnosed and treated in about 
66 per cent of the cases 

Usually it is totally overlooked 
in the early stages, when it ig most 
easily cured. The main reason it 
is not diagnosed soon enough is that 
the first symptoms happen to be of 
such a nature that they appear to 
be due to some trivial cause of little 


importange. 

The first symptom likely to be 
noticed by the patient is early 
fatigue. He becomes tired more 


quickly than formerly, and yet this 
tiredness is not startling enough or 
striking enough to cause any alarm. 
He thinks he is run down, or that 
he has been doing too much, or that 
he needs a tonic. The fatigue may 
be accompanied by a slow loss of 
weight, which takes place so gradu- 
ally that the patient may not notice | 
it for some time, | 

Even if he is the exceptional 
patient who consults a doctor at 
this early stage, the lung lesion may 
be overlooked unless the chest is 
examined with the X-ray, The re- 
port on a single sputum test may 
not be reliable for the report may 
be negative. In the carly stage, 
the tubercle bacilli are not yet| 
found in the discharge. 

When tuberculosis of the lungs 
is first starting it generally attacks 
a young adult between 15 and 25 
localizes in the upper part of one 
lung, and thereafter develops slow- 
ly. For quite a long time, the affect- 
ed patch may not be very large and 
the patient has still to develop the 
significant. findings of advanced 
tuberculosis such as night sweats, 
afternoon temperature, flushing of 
the cheeks, and hemorrhage.

Mrs. Allen gives a novel recipe 
for a graham cracker pie: 


GRAHAM-CRACKER PIE 
(Serves '8) 

One and one-half cups graham 
cracker crumbs, % cup granulated 
sugar, 2 teaspoons cinnamon, % 
teaspoon nutmeg, % teaspoon salt, 
2 tablespoons sweet butter, 1 egg 
white, Bavarian cream. 

Measure and blend dry ingredi- 
ents. Cut in butter until uniformly 
distributed; take out about a fourth 
of the mixture to use later for 
sprinkling over top of pie. Beat 
egg white slightly (just enough to 
break it up and be slightly frothy) 
and add to remainder of graham 
cracker mixture. Blend _ with 
crumbs, but handle as little as pos- 
sible. The finished product should 
resemble fine sarid. 

Rub pie pan with butter and line 
with the mixture about one-quarter 
to one-half inch thick, Bake five 
minutes at 350 degrees F. and cool. 
Fill with Bavarian cream. Sprinkle

Any woman who writes a daily 
column is certain to conclude thas 
she has discussed every subject 
known, This columnist is no excep 
tian and ghe feels that consciously 
or unconsciously she has missed 
nothing in the field of child- 
training. 

Seemingly, one of my readers 
thinks differently. Mrs. M. Z. M. 
says she doesn’t believe I have 
ever touched on the following sub- 
ject. 

“If it is possible for a child to 
lie out of something—because his 
parents don’t know the truth—but 
deliberately tells thé truth instead, 
should he be punished for his mis- 
behavior or rewarded for his 
truthfulness? That is, if I continue 
to mete out promised punishment 
for some misbehavior, won't he 
discover, sooner cr later, that it 
would be easier to lie?” 

There are various aspects to this | 
problem, all of them interesting 
ones. First, let me point out that it 
is not good practice to threaten a 
child with punishment. You actu- 
ally incite him to misbehavior by 
your suggestions and then when he 
commits the wrong yeu are har- 
nessed to the punishment you have 
promised, no matter how much

| OTHER POINTS COVERED 


Work Rulings 
For Students 
Are Announced 


OTTAWA, April 27, — (CP)— 
Elliott M. Little, director of na- 
tional selective service, announced 
today that permits to work in re- 


stricted industries would be issued 
to students for the duration of 
their school, college or university 
holidays. 


The announcement came a 
series of explanatory notes for 
selective service officers, covering 
situations which could arise when 
various age groups and classifica- 
tions of men apply for permits to 
work at restricted occupations. 

“In respect to students seeking 
employment during the summer 
holidays, the policy to be followed 
will be that of giving permits for 
the duration of the school, college 
or university holidays,’ the ex- 
planation said. 


SOME EXCEPTIONS 

If the students are needed for 
munitions work, however, they will 
be directed into that work rather 


than be allowed to enter a restrict- 
ed occupation by permit, it was ex: | 
plained. 

A student who normally works at 
an agricultural job, as for instance 
a farmer's son, Would not be given a 
permit if he was needed on the 
farm. He would be issued a permit, 
however, if refusal meant that he 
would be prevented from getting 
employment. 

Officials said that permits tech- 
nically are to be obtained by the 
prospective employee but that em- 
ployers are expected to assist the! 
employee to present his case, and 
may make submissions to peRtOnaL| 
selective service officers on an em- 
Pployee’s behalf. 

Mr. Little's explanatory notes 
said no permit would be needed 
for young men unier 21 doing 
casual work after school or on 
holiday during school sessions, 
provided they attended day school 
during the time, 

As a genera] rule at present per- 
mits will not be granted for more 
than six months. 

No permit is needed for men en- 
gaging in a res'ricted occupation if 
Such work is subsidiary to their 
regular job, provided it is carried 
On as part time work, 

The existing labor situation would 
be a consideration in al] applica- 
tions, so that if a person wished to 
enter a restricted occupation and 
his services were not then required 
in an essential industry, a permit 
would be gran‘ed. 


in 


The explanatory notes covered 
these other points: 

“For the present no permit will | 
be required covering casual em- 
ployment, which is irregular, in a 
restricted occupation for a period 
not exceeding three days in any 
one calendar week for the same 
employer. ... 


“Medical rejection from any | 
branch of the three armed forces 
will be considered as warranting 
the acceptance of restricted occu- 
pation, even though the standard 
of fitness may not be the same 
in all three forces... . 


“For the present, as a general 
rule, permits should not be granted | 
for a period of more than six | 
months, ... 

“Where an applicant is refused | 
a permit the refusal should be in 
wriling with a clear statement of 
the applicant's right to appeal. , . 

“No permit should be issued to an 
applicant who does Not establish 
that there is a job open for him. 
However, where the personal cir- 
cumstances indicate that the appli- 


cant would be granted a permit if 
a job were available, the local 
National Selective Service officer 


may provide the applicant with a 
letter siating that if he obtains a 
job within thirty days of the date 
of the letter a permit will be issued 
to him 

“... Where it is not reasonably 
convenient for the employee to 
do so, or in cases of mass employ- | 
ment, applications may be taken 
from the employer on behalf of 
the employee. ,.. | 


“An employer will be allowed 
to transfer any employee who was’ 


in his employ on March 23, 1942 
from one occupation to another 
within his organization, providing |

The question most Canadians will 
aturally ask is: “Why should it be} 
much easier to organize economy 
for total war?” Mr. Barclay does 
not even attempt to give the an- 
swer. Many Canadians will ask, 
we also think, why it should be any 
harder at all, to organize the econ- 
omy for peace 
If our fighting forces require so 
many guns, so many ships and so 
many planes and actually receive 
them, why is it so much more dif- 
ficult to equip a civilian army with 
so much food, so much clothing and 
$o much housing. 

Actually the technical difficul- 
ties in the way of providing for 
clyilian needs are not nearly as 
great or numerous. 

Mr, Barclay himself makes this

The speaker declared that the 
country is “facing massacre either 
through unpreparedness abroad or 
by invasion at home,” and said, “We 
have no right to make a scapegoat 
of the government, for we ourselves 
are responsible for our present 
condition, We have lacked the real- 
istic’ vision to fashion a domestic 
and a foreign policy that would 
have prevented such happenings.” 

There are many people, he told 
the congregation, who neglect their 
patriotic duties, and there is often 
only a mere fraction of the elector- 
ate which employs its right to vote, 

“It is the duty of every one to 
vote on Monday in the manpower 
plebiscite,” he said, “and I am sure 


| that you are all intelligent enough 
|to Know how to vote without my 


telling you.”
